Pyle Feared End at Hand 
When Bombs StruckVilla 


(A news dispatch dated March 16 named Ernie Pyle as one of 
four correspondents who received injuries when bombs smashed 
wmto the “Villa Virtue” where they were stationed. When the 
bombing started Pyle got out of bed, and a few minutes later the 
bed was buried under rubble. The dispatch added Pyle escaped 
with only a slight scratch on his face. Following is his account 
of hww it feels to be bombed.)

The greatly intensified effort of the nation 
at war has been the dominant influence on 
the activities of the Company, its agents and 
employees, during the year 1943. 


The Company itself has recognized its con- 
tinued responsibility to support the Govern- 
ment in its war effort through the purchase 
of United States Government obligations. 
During the year the Company increased its 
holdings of these obligations by $341,000,000. 
At the end of the year the Company held 
over $1,608,000,000 of such securities, an 
amount equal to 48 per cent of the total 
assets of the Company. There is no safer in- 
vestment than United States Government 
bonds. For the protection of its policyholders, 
therefore, as well as for the furtherance of 
the public interest, the Company has adhered 
to its wartime policy of investing its funds 
primarily in the obligations of the United 
States Government. 


In view of the prevailing low rates of in- 
terest and in recognition of the long-range 
effect of low interest earnings, the Company 
has further increased the reserves held to 
secure the performance of its outstanding 
life insurance and annuity contracts. 


The Company is convinced that its policy 
both as to investments and reserves is, in all 
the circumstances, prudent and proper so far 
as the protection of its policyholders is con- 
cerned. It is also clearly in the best interest 
of the nation still at war. 


The Company declared for 1944 the same 
annual dividend scale as was applicable for 
1943. Dividends payable in 1944 amount to 
$33,600,000. 


i 


Over 1700 of our employees and agents 
are now serving in the armed forces, and it 
is greatly to the credit of a much reduced 
staff that the detailed operations of the Com- 
pany are being carried on with such a high 
standard of performance and service to the 
policyholders. At the same time the staff, 
both in the Home Office and in the Field, 
have made substantial contributions to the 
overall war effort by taking part to an in- 
creasing extent in volunteer war activities 
both through Company organizations and 
individually in their own communities. 


Our agency organization, greatly reduced 
by war service, likewise deserves much credit 
for the encouraging growth during 1943 in 
the Company’s volume of life insurance in 
force. Sales of new life insurance were 
$452,000,000, an increase of 12 per cent over 
the previous year. These sales are in excess 
of any year’s business since 1937. Termina- 
tions because of lapse and surrender were 
the lowest in twenty-four years. At the close 
of the year total insurance in force was 
$7,340,000,000. 


As of December 31, 1943, the real estate 
holdings of the Company, acquired under 
foreclosure, were valued at $38,250,000, which 
is but slightly over one per cent of the 
Company’s total assets: The book value of 
foreclosed real estate sold during the year 
amounted to $22,900,000. 


The mortality experience of the year was 
less favorable than the previous year but it 
did not differ greatly from 1940, despite the 
fact that in 1943 there were approximately 
$4,500,000 of war claims including deaths of 
men in service not caused by an act of war. 


Although the life insurance business, by 
its very nature, is an important influence 
against inflation, nevertheless the Company 
has felt that, in these days of war employ- 
ment and shortages of civilian goods, it 
should make every reasonable effort to play 
its part in the fight against an excessive rise 
in the cost of living. Accordingly, it has 
taken an active part in the cooperative ad- 
vertising program undertaken by 116 life 
insurance companies to help prevent an un- 
controlled rise in'prices and the cost of living. 
Its purpose is to encourage people to do 
voluntarily those things which will divert 
spendable funds into war bonds, life insur- 
anceand savings ratherthan into unnecessary 
goods. The Company joined in this program 
believing that it was a timely contribution 
to the economic and social welfare of the 
country as a whole and that it would directly 
serve the best interests of its policyholders. 


On April 12, 1944, the New York Life 
Insurance Company enters its 100th year ina 
strong position. The Company looks forward 
earnestly to the responsibilities and great 
opportunities which lie ahead.

That action, even though the payment is 
small, gives to the payer a full realization that he is part of the 
government, it is his money which supports all governments and 
that public officials are responsible to him for the proper use of 
that money and the performance of their public service duties. 

There is a situation now existent in my home county of DeKalb 
which {is almost unique among Georgia counties, Certainly the 
problem involved is more pressing there than anywhere elise in the 
state. Peculiar circumstances in DeKalb have created it. 

That problem is the one of so financing the county schools that 
it may be possible to pay salaries to school teachers commensurate 


with their position and responsibilities. 
PAYS NO TAXES It is a fact, rarely’realized by the general 
public, but nevertheless true, that 75 per 


cent of the patrons of the DeKalb county schools pay nothing at all 
for the support of those schools. That is the average over the 
county. In some school districts the percentage of nonpayers, “free 
riders,” is even higher. 

This is becuse of the homestead tax exemption law. Under 
that law any home owner, living in his own house, may claim 
exemption from ‘state and county taxes up to a homestead limit of 
$2.000. On the first $2,000 valuation of his home he pays no ad 
valorem, state, county or school tax at all. 

Now the principle of the homestead exemption from taxation is 
a good one. It helps the financially “little man,” it encourages 
home ownership and it thus serves to better a community. 

In DeKalb. however, it has had tragic effect on school finances. 

For DeKalb is a county of home owners. It is not an industrial 
county nor a place of large property owners, It is almost entirely 
a residential and agricultural county. Folks, good folks, the best 
folks on earth, the substantial folks of medium or smallish iggome, 
comprise the main population. And something like 90 per cent 
own the homes they live in. 

A man can go into DeKalb county, spend up to $5,000 on build- 
ing his home, get a $2,000 valuation for tax purposes, claim the 


exemption, and thus have no taxes to pay. 
GRAND JURY PROPOSAL The DeKalb county grand jury, 
in its presentments, advocated 


inclusion, in the new state constitution now being prepared, of a 
clause that would permit an individual county, if it so desired, to 
hold a special election and, if half of those voting favored the plan, 
revoke the homestead tax exemption law, for that county only and 
insofar as school taxes are concerned only. 
exemption in full force for all taxes save the five mills which is 
the maximum set aside for school purposes under the constitution. 

Thus the home owner with homestead exemption for all other 
taxes would, on that $2,000 valuation, pay $10 a year for the sup- 
port of the county schools, Less than $1 a month, Surely an 
amount which 'most anyone could pay without suffering and which 
‘most anyohe would gladly pay for the maintenance of the schools, 

DeKalb has no desire to revoke the homestead tax exemption in 
full. All it wants is, among its own cltizens, for the support of its 
own schools, to permit everyone to pay a little something in the 
cause of local education.e 

Then that 75 per cent of the school patrons who now pay noth- 
ing, would pay $40 a year, per family, for the education their 
children are @€njoying. 

Such a plan would add $90,000 a vear to DeKalb’s school funds 
which would make it possible to pay teachers something more than 
the present scale which amounts to about $75 a month—before 
deductions and expenses-——for nine months of the year, 

Without some such plan, DeKalb will, at best, have to reduce 
its school year to seven months and, quite probably, will have to 
close some of its schools.

DISCOURAGES VOTE Obviously, the whole effect of that 


complicated procedure is to discour- 
age the soldier vote. Under the proposed federal ballot, he could 
cast his vote for President and Vice President, together with candi- 
dates for congress, with a single piece of mail. , 

Hence, as the President has aptly said, the new bill is a fake 
and a fraud perpetrated on the American people. It is designed not 
to facilitate soldier voting, but to discourage members of the armed 
forces from participating in the election—an election, incidentally, 
which may be the most crucial in American history. 

One well-known commentator, Mr. Ernest Lindley, has correctly 
stated that the whole soldier vote question has become submerged 
in party politics, with both Republicans and Democrats engaging 
in political maneuvers over the servicemen'’s vote.

To use the language of one of the foremost Republican com- 
mentators of the country... “in the emerbency of war the federal 
government gets enlarged powers in many respects. It gets powers 
which, under the constitution, belong to the state, and take away 
privileges and immunities which, under the constitution, belong to 
the individual. The constitution, in time of war, must become 
reasonably elastic. Many wartime measures depart somewhat from 
the constitution, and this is recognized as reasonable.” 

These are words used by Mark Sullivan, New York Herald 
Tribune syndicated writer, in a recent article discussing the soidier 
vote question. If anything, he was ultra-conservative in his state- 
ment of the legality of the case. Certainly if the constitution is 
elastic enough to take away immunities and privileges of the indi- 
vidual during time of war, it is also broad enough to permit steps 
for the exercise of one of the most fundamental of individual 
rights—the right to vote.
